The patient, Michael Herbst, 39 
years old, a railroad foreman of 
4922 Bulwer avenue, was arrested 
Tuesday morning with John Gal- 
lagher of 4109 North Broadway in 
Herbst’s automobile at Ninth and 
Destrehan streets. 

They had been, drinking and 
when they arrived at City Hospital 
were taken in hand by Dr. Abra- 
ham Bouhasin, physician in charge 
of the receiving room. After a 
stomach pump had been used, Dr. 
Bouchasin gave Gallagher a cup 
of salt solution and ordered a 
attendant to get another dose for 
Herbst. 

Formaldehyde by Mistake. 

The attendant, who was to go 
off duty within a few minutes, got 
the formaldehyde bottle instead of 
the salts. bottle from the wash- 
room shelf and administered. a 
cupful to Herbst. Both solutions 


are kept in labeled  half-gallon 
bottles. 

The mistake was discovered 
when another physician detected 


the odor of the formaldehyde, 
some of which had been spilled on 
the floor. by the attendant. At 
first it was supposed that it was 
ammonia that had been_~ given 
Herbst but later it proved to be 
formaldehyde. 

As soon as the error had been 
noted, the stomach pump was used 
again but Herbst failed to rally. 
Today an autopsy disclosed that 
the stomach had been badly 
burned by a corrosive. A chemical 
analysis will be made this after- 
noon by Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl.

The identity of those arrested 
and the total number were not dis- 
closed, and Chief of Police Zer- 
tuche declined to give out any fur- 
ther information until the investi- 
gation is completed.

SUE PUT T0 PEOPLE 


Urges Kansas Assembly to Sub- 
mit Short, Clear Amend- 
ment to Electorate. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOPEKA,‘ Kan., July 19.— 
Without attempting to outline the 


measure he holds necessary to as- 
sure the State’s future participa- 
tion in Federal funds for highway 
construction, Gov. Paulen, in his 
message to the special session of 
the Kansas Legislature today, urged 
the Legislators to submit to the 
electorate ‘a short, clear and con- 
cise amendment without incum- 
brance of matters which are clearly 
legislative.”’ 

Expressing the opinion the Leg- 
islature would pass, without “any 
great difference of opinion,” the 
necessary legislation permitting the 
people to decide “this important 
question,’’ Gov, Paulen said the ses- 
sion should be short and expense 
kept to the minimum. 

“You are called in special session 
for the express and only purpose of 
providing a method whereby the 
electors of Kansas can decide for 
themselves whether or not they 
shall -continue to receive _ their 
share of Federal funds to be used 
in road construction,’ Gov. Paulen 
said. 

The people of Kansas, the Gov- 
ernor said, should have the right 
to decide whether or not they. de- 
sire to receive future Federal aid 
for roads. 

Would Put Matter to Vote. 

“The responsibility rests wholly 
and entirely on you,’’ Gov. Paulen 
told the legislators. “Regardless 
of your individual opinion as to 
;the advisability of adopting the 
proper amendment, it certainly is 
of suffiicent importance that your 
better judgment, sense of fairness, 
and desire to abide by the will of 
the majority will induce you to give 
the voters of the State an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves. on 
this important matter.” 

Reviewing developments which 
, led to his calling the Legislature 
. into special session for the tenth 
time in the State’s history, Gov. 
Paulen pointed out that the last 
congressional bill appropriating 
funds for Federal highway aid did 
not contain provision by which 
states ‘“‘whose Constitutions  pro- 
hibited works of internal improve- 
ments would be in a position to se- 
cure Federal aid.’’ 

Quotes Letter From Jardine. 

While denying the State the right 
to engage in other internal im- 
provements, the Kansas Constitu- 
tion permits limited State particl- 
pation in highway construction. 

The Governor also quoted the 
letter from Secretary W. M. Jar- 
dine, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, stating it was the depart- 
ment’s view the existing Kansas

PLYMOUTH, England, July 19. 
—The last day on °° shipboard 
brought increasing resttessness for 
the members of the American 
Olympic team aboard the Prest!- 
dent Roosevelt. The 268 runners, 
swimmers, fencers, and other ath- 
letes who will wear the American 


shield at Amsterdam greeted the 
first sight of European land, just 
before their ship reached here with 
cheers of relief after a week at 
sea, and began at once to make 
plans for their first workouts on 
land after they reach Amsterdam 
tomorrow morning. 

Even before the first sight of 
Europe, arrangements had been 
made for two post-Olympic meets 
for the members of the track and 
field team, one with a British 
team at Stamford Bridge, and an- 
other against a picked German 
team at Cologne. At the same time 
others began laying plans to re- 
lurn to America by routes other 
than that of the President Roose- 
velt will take bearing the larger 
part of the squad, 

A squad of about 40 men will 
compete in the British meet after 
the Olympic games, taking part in 
five relay events, one team race, 
and eight individual events. For 
the Cologne meet only about eignt 
or nine will be chosen, principally 
from the ranks of the sprinters, 
whom the Germans are especially 
anxious to see, 

Eight members of the team re- 
ceived permission to remain in Eu- 
rope after the departure of the 
rest to compete in meets on the 
continent #nd for sightseeing, 
while one, Sabin Carr, will be al- 
lowed to leave ahead of the others.

MEMBERS PLEDGED

Committee of Two in Each 
Southern State Including 
Missouri to Oppose Elec- 
tion of New Yorker.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 19.— 
Formally declaring their intention 
to work and vote for the élection 
of Herbert Hoover, Republican 
candidate for the presidency, an 
organization in conference here to- 
day adopted the name, “Dry South« 
ern Anti-Smith Democrats,” to-« 
gether with a statement of prin- 
ciples and aims. 

Formal organization was com- 
pleted and the meeting decided 
that’a committee of two from each 
Southern state, including Oklaho- 
ma, Missouri and West Virginia, 
should be selected to carry on the 
campaign agkhinst Gov. Smith of 
New York, the Democratic candi- 
date for the presidency. 

The statement of principles car- 
rying four sections setting forth 
the aims of the meeting and the 
grounds on which they oppose 
Smith, is 2000 words in length. It 
accuses Gov. Smith of failing to 
keep faith and declares undying 
opposition to him because of his 
stand on the prohibition question 
and his connection with Tammany 
Hall. 

The statement says: “As the most 
direct and effective way, indeed, 
the only way to insure the defeat 
of this wet Tammany candidate, is 
that our dry Southern Democratic 
Voters cast their ballots in the 
coming election for Herbert 
Hoover.” 

Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, presi- 
dent of the National Women’s 
Democratic Law Enforcement 
League, was the principal speaker 
at a general session of the confer. 
ence last night, to which the pub- 
lic was admitted, 

Says 75,000 Women Oppose Smith. 

She asserted that 75,000 women, 
members of het urganization, 
were opposed to Gov. Smith. She 
denounced the nominee for his 
Tammany .connections and his 
stand on prohibition. 

“I have heard women in every 
state in the union say,” Mrs. Nich- 
olson declared, “that if Herbert 
Hoover was g00d enough (for 
Woodrow Wilson, he was good 
enough for them and they would 
refuse to vote for Al Smith.”

To that hope public sentiment will say amen. Mr. 
Justice Holmes has captured the imagination of the 
country as has, perhaps, no other member of that 
tribunal. If another could be mentioned in that re- 
gard he would be Mr. Justice Brandeis, whose name 
is so frequently linked with that of his elder col- 
league in dissenting opinions that somehow Beem to 
strip away the coils of legalism and reveal the shin- 
ing spirit of justice. 

When the history of this period of the Supreme 
Court is written it is reasonably certain that the 
names of Holmes and Brandeis will “lead all the 
rest.” And it will likely be recorded as significant 
that those two great Judges were appointed to the 
Supreme Bench by our two outstanding Presidents 
of the first quarter of the century—Holmes by Roose- 
velt, Brandeis by Wilson.

Four-Day Program Celebrating 
Centenary of Composer’s 
Death Is Begun. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, July 19.—In honor of 
Franz Schubert, the centenary of 
whose death is being celebrated 
this year, 150,000 members of 
choral societies from all over the 
world are participating today in 
the tenth German choral festival 
here. 

During four days, beginning to- 
day, the music of “the greatest 
song-writer of all time’’ will be 
sung by highly trained choirs. The 
American delegation numbers 3000. 

So universal is the interest that 
the concert hall in the Prater, 
which accommodates 70,000 p2r- 
sons and is said to be the larges: 
wooden sgtructure ever built, is 
incapable of housing all the singsrs 
and visitors attending the festival. 
For this reason a complete shift of 
audience and performers is ma‘c 
Several times a day, concerts CO1- 
tinuing all day long. : 

At least 250,000 persons have 
gathered in Vienna for the celebra- 
tions, have taxed the city’s trans 
portation, hotel and restaurant Ca- 
pacity to its utmost. Citizens have 
volunteered to house 50.000 of the 
visitors, and several hundred tern. 
porary restaurants have been pro- 
vided to feed them. The German 
and Polish Governments have 
placed hundreds of locomotives and 
passenger. coaches at the disposal 
of Austria, and 60,000 beds have 
been lent by Poland. 

The success of the Schubert Cen- 
tenary is in marked contrast to 
that accorded the composer hirn- 
self during his brief life of 31 
years. Born in Vienna, he ‘ace:

CORINTH HELD 20,000 


Archeologist § Back From 
Greece Describes Work Being 
Done at Site. 


By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J., June 18.—A 


huge theater capable of seating 20,- 
000 persons, excavted in: ancient 
Corinth, is described by Dr. T. Les- 
lie Shear, back from the scene of 
the ancient Greek community. 

Not only the theater, butma 
“Main Street” has been uncovered, 
says Dr. Shear, professor of arche- 
ology at Princeton University. He 
has been excavating in quest of re- 
mains of ancient Greek culture for 
24 years. 

“Impressive and spectacular” is 
his description of the theater. Like 
all Greek structures of this kind, 
it was semicircular, 400 feet in 


diameter, with a huge stage filling 
the open end. 


Theater on Steep Hill. 

The back part towered more 
than 100 feet above the ground 
level in the orchestra. The build- 
ing was set on-a steep hill. It was 
on this incline that the seats were 
arranged, affording the audience a 
view of the blue waters of the Gulf 
of Corinth, less than a mile away. 
Behind, towered the fortified acro- 
polis of the city. 

The street that runs before the 
theater was buried beneath 10 feet 
of earth and the orchestra was 
reached only after 40 feet of ma- 
terial had been removed. During 
the Jast year workers have cleared 
Out the east exit of the theater to 
a distance of 135 feet. This door- 
Way opened Out upon one of the 
main streets of the ancient city, a 
thoroughfare more than 21 feet 
wide and paved with great blocks 
of white limestone. 

Along the sides of the street, as 
in a modern city, raised sidewalks 
were found. As it mounts toward 
the hills, the street becomes a long
